AIR RAID 


On the night of April 29, 1942, the R.A«P. 
raided and get fire to the great Nazis Naval 
Base of Kiel. Another force of the seme pianos 
struck at Trondheim, Norway for the second ■ 
c onse cutive night. 

The first raid on Trondheim on the night 
of April 28, 1942 was aided by diversionary 
attacked of the Coastal Air Command which hit 
two ships off Ausland, Norway, and struck oil 
tanks and airdromes ashore. 

The ships known to be at Tronheim were 
the 35,000 ton battleship, Admiral Sheer, the 
eight inch gun cruisers. Prince Eugen and 
Admiral Kipper and a flotilla of destroyers, 
but the raid was mostly concentrated on the 
Navel Base it.seIf » 

On the afternoon of April 30, a gigantic air 
’ battle between the R.A.T. and the Nazis was 
f ought. 

Watchers on the cliffs at Polkstone followed 
the dog fights over Cap Griz Nez and Boulogne 
by the twi sting thread s of vapor trails. Heavy 
explosions echoed across the Dover Straits. 

That night Canadian and British planes 
raided the suburbs of Paris and bombed the 
great Gnome-Rhome Hot or Works. 

At dawn fleets of fighter planes returned 
fro the eighth straight dety of round-the-clock 
raids and attacks on German-held territory a
